HESE days we read a lot in the 
T papers about the great immigra- 
tion of United States people in- 
to Canada, Thousands are coming 
every year, But do we realize that 
about this time of the year in 1784— 
about 130 years ago—thousands of 
people came to Canada from the 
United States just to be loyal to the 
British flag? 

They called themselves United Em- 
pire Loyalists. They lived in the 
“colonies” along the Atlantic coast be- 
fore the War of Independence, but un- 
like their fellow colonists who took 
part in the war and left the British 
flag and drove it out of the country— 
the country. that is called the 
United States, 
wo when the war was over those who 

had taken up arms in the loyal 
cause, preferring voluntary “exile in 
Western wilds to living in a country 
that had become independent through 


rebellion, sought new homes for them- 
selves in Acadia and Canada. Their 
acl was not lost upon the home Gove 
ernment, for the latter sent. instruc 
tions to Canada to make provision jor 
their reception and settlement and jor 
the mitigation, in some measure, of 
their trials and privations,

In Proportion to its Volume 
New York's Traffic is Best 
Handled in the Country, 


SUGGESTS IMPROVEMENTS 
TO DRIVERS AND OWNERS 


Three Simple Signals Which 
if Used Will Avoid Confusion 
or Mishap, 


In New York, automobile tratfie, in 
proportion to its volume, is probably 
better handled than in any other city 
in the country. New York is the only 
city | have ever visited in which auto- 
mobile drivers unconsclously signal to 
others on the street when they are 
going to stop or make @ turn, This 
uneonscious signaling ts true of the 
majority of drivers in New York, and 
the result {is the handling of a tre- 
mendous voume of tratfic expendi- 
ously and with very few complications. 

But even In’ New York there is 
room for vast improvement, And 
there certainly is room tor improve- 
ment in a far greater degree in other 
cities and among motorists who do 
extensive touring,

with most automobile drivers to look 
out for themselves in a fair degree and 
let all the rest of the world hustle for 
itself, 

This is a very shortsighted policy, 
for the driver who looks out for him- 
self and his own car properly is at the 
sume time showing consideration for 


the convenience and safety of all other | 


drivers who may be on the street or 
road with him, 

That there has been so great a neg- 
lect of proper signaling is all the more 
surprising when one considers that 
signaling is so simple. There are 
only three or four things to remember, 
only a few different signals to give. 
These are all easily learned and easily 
made. There is no reason except his 
own carelessness why every motorist 
should not fully protect both himself 
and other drivers in traffic and on the 
road. 

For Instance in turning a corner to 
the right, when the driver is turning 
out of the stream of traffic, it is neces- 
sary for him only to warn those who 
come behind that he is going to slow 
down to make the turn. In such a 
case hold the left arm horizontally 
from the car with the back of the hand 
to the rear. In this position simply 
motion those behind to come ahead, 
Holding the arm out horizontally indi- 
cates that you are going to slow down, 
Motioning those behind to come ahead 
tells them you are not going to stop, 
but are going to make a turn. This 
simple signal protects the driver from 
rear end cColllsion and enables those 
following to keep moving so that there 
Is no blockade in the traffic. 

When you are going to make a stop 
close to the curb, draw in as near as 
you can before signaling, Then 
simply hol dthe arm out horizontally 
with the palm of the hand to the rear. 
Chis indicates a stop and any other 
Iriver close behind is given ample 
warning to slow down his car and, if 
vecessary, to turn out. 

But perhaps the greatest necessity 
of all in signaling arises when the dri- 
ver wants to turn to the left across 
the stream of traffic, Many unfor- 
tunate collislons may be avoided by 
proper signaling in this instance. 

So many drivers take it for granted 
that those behind as well as those 
ahead coming in the opposite direction 
can see by the position of the car that 
a turn to the left is going to be made. 
Every driver should) remember that

Give the signal that you are go- 
ing to turn, far enough in advance 
so that drivers behind you will not 
have to jamb on their brakes to 
avoid a_ collision, Simply hold out 
the left arm horizontally with the 
} palm of the hand turned to the rear; 
This informs those behind you that 
you are going to. stop and blockade 
the traffic. It is warnitg to them 
to stop if necessary. They have 
ample time to slow down or to turn 
jout to the right and pass behind you. 
|} What you intend to do is, of course, 
apparent to on-coming traffic. It is 
not necessary to signal drivers moving 
in the opposite direction, 

I have noticed that many drivers 
jsignal above their heads, This 
should never be done. With the top 
folded a signal above the head will 
be seen most of the time, But such 
signalling is unusual and — indefinite. 
The driver following really has no

RUSSELL-KNIGHT CAR 
STANDS SEVERE TEST; 
A MISER WITH FUEL 


| The eyes of the motoring world are 
focussed, on Toronto, Out in the Rus- 
sell factory, a test is in progress that 
threatens to shatter every existing 
world's record for motor achlevement. 
Already it has set up a new mark for 
reliability—the Russell-Knight » motor 
having conpleted 216 hours without ad- 
justment, stop or repair, This is near- 
ly double the period similarly achieved 
in any other test.
